Terrible Mortality on the Voyage of 
the Hamburg— American Steam- 
ship "Scanilia." 

Prospects Brighter in the City of 
Hamburg — Deaths in 
Budda-Peith. 

Grave Fears in tho United States as 
Well us Ureat 
Britain. 

HamuoW), Sept. i). — The weather has 
been bright, and there has been a cool breeze 
to-day. Although the thermometer has 
stood ut (J!) degrees Fahrenheit most of the 
day, the rise in the temperature lias been 
hardly noticeable, as tlio air has been dry 
and invigorating. The decrease in tho num- 
ber of fresh cases and deaths continues. To- 
day the fresh caecs have numbered 7811, or 
K'N fewer than yesterday. The deaths have 
numbered 240, 52 fewer than yesterday 
There have been 481 burials, or 17 fewer 
than yesterday. In the cholera hospitals 
2,941 patients are under treatment. Since 
yesterday afternoon there has been a 
rapid decline of the epidemic in the harbor 
district, and to-night but 30 or 40 
patients are in tho cholera barracks. The 
general betterment of the city's prospects 
is already apparent in the behavior ot the 
people. A little life bus been notieeablo on 
the streets, although a stranger would still 
think himself in a city of tho dead. On tho 
promerade, along the Buepejj Alstcr, which 
had been deserted since September 2, a few 
persons might have been seen at any time, 
this afternoon, taking P.n airing. The 
cafes, which had hardly ten patrons a 
day, doubled their earnings. The news- 
papers seize the opportunity to tell tho truth 
and reiterate their assurances that the 
plague probably has done its worst. In the 
poorer districts, hawever, no change is ap- 
parent. The lack of employment must con- 
tinue- there for several weeks yet, and the 
impoverished working people are on the 
verge of starvation. The relief committees 
have raiseil 500,000 murks to alleviate the 
sufferings of the poor. Among the most 
generous subscribers was Prince Bismarck, 
who has given 10,000 marks. Reports from 
Luebock and Bremen stut<; that sineo Wed- 
nesday those cities have been free from the 
plague. 

QOAKANTINE, S.I., Sept. !).— Fear and un- 
rest were plainly written on tho face of 
Health Ollicer .Jenkins and his assistants, 
this morning, caused by anticipation of the 
arrival of t lie Wiehtnd, from Hamburg, 
which dropped anchor in the lower bay at 
an early hour ; but this feeling of suspense 
was to some extent allayed when the health 
cilieials boarded the ship, snd, after a most 
careful investigation of everyone of tho 161 
cabin passengers aboard, iVpoited them in 
excellent health. This statement was doubt- 
ed by many persons, because of the fact that 
the Wicland was one of the latest depart- 
ures f rom the infected port- of Ham- 
burg, but subsequent oliicial reports 
continued tho news that the ship 
was free from the pest. The official record 
of the day was three deaths and four new 
cases. New cuscs on t lie Wyoming— two 
Russian children — were removed to Swin- 
burne Island. Dr. Jenkins asserts that 
theso two children were smothered, and 
ridiculed the statement that they were 
victims of the scourge. The mother of the 
children was also taken ill with unmistuko- 
able signs of the pest, as were also the two 
Russian children. Desiring to run no risk, 
lJr. Jenkins ordered the Wyoming, which 
has been lying in the upper quarantine for 
34 bonis, to the lower hay. This action, it 
is believed, shows plainly that the ship is 
infected. 

1:50 a.m. — This morning Dr. Jenkins re- 
ceived the following from Swinburn island, 
over the cable, signed by Dr. Bryon : 
" Have visited tho Scaudia this evening and 
lind the following— Total number of passen- 
gers, I , OSO-cabin, 28; steerage, OS 1 ; crew, 
77. On the voyage there were 32 deaths, of 
which there were ,'i!) in the steerage, one in 
the cabin, and two among the crew. I am 
now starting in our tug, the Crystal Water, to 
transfer tho cases stricken with the plague 
to the hospital here, on Swinburne Island.'' 
Tile Scandia sailed from Hamburg on 
August 25, and was due here yesterday. It 
lias been variously reported that she had 
about !)00 steerage passengers, and it has 
been expected that she would be the final 
roup for the plague-ridden Hamburg-Ameri- 
can Company, and the report to-night 
shows tho first fears are more than 
realized. 

Bl'DA Pestii, Sept. !l. —Two persons died 
of Asiatic cholera in this city to-day, 

London', Sept. II.— The liritish steamship 
Irouopoliu, hailing from Middlesborough, 
has been quarantined at the Crimean sea- 
port, Kertch. Kleven of her crew have been 
stricken with cholera, and two have died. 

Rotterdam, Sept. 9. — Two men fell ill of 
Asiat ic cholera in Kroliingev, this morning, 
and one of them died tonight. Both had 
helped to unload ships from Hamburg and 
Russian ports. 



EMPLOYERS AND EMPLOYED. 

Conference Between 5 the Reading Manage- 
mcnt and Its Employes. 

Philadelphia, * Sept. 0.— The committee 
representing tho employes of tho Reading 
Railroad system, this afternoon, had a con 
ference with President McLcod, to learn 
the policy of the Company toward its em- 
ployes. The cotnmitteo stated that they 
had no grievance?, but wanted the rules in 
regard to tho employment of new men 
changed. The particularly objectionable 
clauses are tho refusal of the Com- 
pany to employ new men except 
they join tho Reading Relief Association to 
which tlio company contributes $100,000 
per year, and the refusal of the Company to 
emj loy new men unless they are not mem- 
bers of any labor organization, and agree 
not to become members. President Me- 
Leod outlined the Company's ultimatum 
and the committee withdrew without an- 
nouncing what course, if any, it would take. 
Tho conference was harmonious and ended 
at 2.30 o'clock, having lasted half an hour. 

TO STOP IMMIGRANTS. 

The Canadian Railways Will Not Carry 
Immigrants for Points in the 
United .States. 

Quebec, Sept. 9.— (Special. ) — Railway 
agents have received instructions not to 
issue or exchange tickets for points in the 
United States to immigrants, on account of 
tho 20 days quarantine at Montreal. The 
assistant-general passenger ugent of tho 
C.P.R. stated, to-il.iy, that his company 
had decided to transport no more immi- 
grants, this season, to uny American point. 
They will give passage only to immigrants 
who seek settlement in Canada, and w ho 
havo passed examination at Uros3o Isle 
quarantine.

Ottawa, Sept. 0.— Messrs. Carling 
and Lowe went to Montreal to night, to 
confer with Premier de Bouoherville on 
quarantine matters. 

The steamer Wandrahm, from Hamburg, 
arrived at Grosse IbIc early this morning. 
She reported from the Gulf stations all well 
on board,

Premier Abbott was engaged working in 
his office to day consulting Iuh ministers, 
but he declined to tee general visitors. He 
left his country seat at St. Anne's this 
afternoon. Speaking to the Colonist, he 
said ho felt well physically, but mental 
labor was fatiguing, lie had been advised 
by his colleagues to visit England. Certain 
important mutters required a direct personal 
conference with the Imperiul authorities, 
and it was thought a sea voyage and tho 
rest would do him good. Hon. Mr. Foster 
will accumpany him. The Premier would 
not state dednitcly the object of bis visit, 
but it is thought the Behring Sea matter 
and recent outrages by the Russians are 
among them. Public opinion on the out- 
rages has been greatly aroused. Sir John 
Thompson, speaking to me, said the mem- 
bers of tho Government hoped that the re- 
sult of Sir John Abbott's journey would be 
to extend the period of his public useful- 
ness.

VANCOUVER, Sept. '.). — Tho Empress of 
China arrived at this port ut 5:.'i0 this after- 
noon. 

The Michigan Lumber Company will 
build their sash and door factory ut once. 

Rev. Father Van Nevel, D.D.G.P., vis- 
ited Vancouver Council, V. M.I., last oveu- 
ing. 

The exposure of a World reporter has 
driven the star crook, Hammond, from a 
aettlcwent six miles from l'ort lianey. The 
.States are too hot for him, and he is trying 
to work Canada. 

The steamer liarb.ira Boscowitz arrived 
to-day from the North with .">,000 cases of 
salmon. 

The steamer Capilano arrived, this morn- 
ing, with 350 tons of sandstone, tho lirst 
from the new Haddington Island quarries. 
It will be used for curbstones on the streets 
when paved with bituminous rock. Some 
months ago, tho city notified the street rail- 
way company that they would bo required 
to lay the track on certain streets with a 
flat rail The company lias not yet pur- 
chased the flat rails, and as Contractor Me- 
(iillivray will have bituminous rock here 
in a week, and be ready to start operations, 
the rails, which would have to be brought, 
round tho Horn, could not possibly bo hero 
before April next. 

WESTMINSTER. 

Now WESTMINSTER, Sept. 9. — A Cariboo 
half-breed, sent to jail six months ago, for 
supplying liquor to Indians and "being 
unlawfully drunk and yelling on the high- 
way," completed his sentence to day on the 
first charge, and was released on habeas 
corpus by Justice McCreight, who could 
not find a penalty for the latter charge. 

Captain li ving promises a daily steamer 
between Victoria and here during cele- 
bration week, ai a single fare for the round 
trip. 

A boy named George McKee found a 
railway torpedo on the track yesterday at 
l'ort Moody and tried to break it with a 
stone. Tho torpedo exploded mangling his 
left hand frightfully and cutting his face in 
several places. George was brought 10 
town for repairs. 

The injunction restraining Messrs. Row- 
ling from cutting the Brunette dam was to- 
day dissolved by Justice Creight. Costs 
were reserved. 

The steamer Princess Louise, on her way 
up tho river from Victoria, this morning 
ran ashore during a fog. on a sand bar op- 
posite Ladner's Landing. She will probab- 
ly get afloat this evening, when the tide 
will be high. 

Hunters have never been so numerous or 
game so scarce as this season. Only a few 
score braces of grouso have been marketed 
so far. The supply, however, will bo larger 
when the Indians get to work. 

The Marshal of the Admiralty Court, 
Victoria, telegraphed to-day to Sheriff 
Armstrong to release tho Bushmills, and 
the vessel was set free about noon. She is 
expected to leave for Nanaimo to-morrow 
morning. 

NELSON. 

(From tho Minor.) 
Messrs. Perry, Grey & Davys are sending 
out a surveying party to Goat river, to 
survey timber limits, to-night, and the 
week following will have a party on Duncan 
river. 

The drying kiln of tho Nelson Saw Mill 
Company is now in working order, and on 
Monday last tho first kiln-full of lumber 
was put through, when Borne of Nelson's 
foremoat citizens indulged iu the luxury of 
a Turkish bath. 

Mr. Cluto has taken tho measurements 
necessary to enable the steamer Ainsworth 
to bo registered. The owner of this boat is 
by no means sitting down, waiting for de- 
velopments, but is using every means in his 
power to insure the boat running before 
long. 

Captain Fitzatubbs and A. E. Hodgins re- 
turned from Nakusp on Thursday. After a 
careful examination of the trail it has been 
decided to commence work right away on 
the wagon road. This will he good news for 
those owning mir.es in Slocan, who intend to 
make shipments of ore, hb this road will af- 
ford an easy and cheap route to Canadian 
Bmclters. 

The first general meeting of the share- 
holders of the Slocan Trading & Navigation 
Company was held at Kelson, on Tuesday. 
The company was incorporated la3t winter, 
and of its §25,000 authorized capital Si;, ODD 
has been paid iu and expended in the build- 
ing of a steamboat to ply on Slocan lake. 
The hull of a 60-foot propeller jvus com- 
pleted early in the summer, but, through 
the failure of the John Doty Engine Com- 
pany, of Toronto, the machinery, which 
was contracted to be delivered in April, 
was not all shipped from Toronto until late 
in August. This delay has been a most ex- 
pensive ono on the company, the loss on 
the business that could have been 
done amounting to fully half the cost of tho 
boat. The shareholders — all of whom do 
business at Nelson and New Denver— de- 
cided to put tho machinery in the boat at 
once, and it will bo running within a month 
if no more mishaps occur. When com- 
pleted tho boat will havo cost nearly 
• $10,000. Tho shareholders elected J. Fred 
Hume, John R. Cook, W illiam McKinnon, 
James Delaney and John Houston, direc- 
tors for the ensuing year. The directors 
elected J. Fred Hume, president; James 
Delaney, vice-president, aud William Mc- 
Kinnon, secretary- treasurer. 

The engineers havo experienced consider- 
able difficulty in getting a good grade into 
Nelson by way of " Bogustown 'without 
running the line beyond Anderson Creek. 
Tho engineers' next undertaking will be to 
rind out if a suitable grado cannot bo found 
by running the line round the base of the 
hill across Cottonwood Smith Creek and 
cutting into the Columbia A, Kootenay rail- 
way about a mile and a half bolow Nelson. 

M. S. Davys returned from his trip to 
lllecillewaot on Monday. Ho says that 
things ore quiet up there at present. Mr. 
Wrightmnn has bonded several claims in 
tho district and is doing development work 
on tho best of them. Tho Lanark is at 
present shut down. Most encouraging re- 
ports continue to bo brought in from the 
Fish Creek district, R. E. Fishburn es- 
pecially being confident that ho has u good 
thing in that country. 

\\ ork ou the Iroquois has uncovered a 
ledu'e about 1(5 feet wide and about 1 feet of 
high grado ore.

it rich while doing assessment work on a 
claim at Ainsworth. 

A new bond has been takou on the Blue- 
bird by Messrs. Burke aud Garrison, Mr. 
Taylor buying out Mr. Coy's interest in tho 
old bond. 

Work is progressing on the Great Western 
and tho Iron Hand, lately bonded by tho 
London Mercantile Association, and indica- 
tions point to the presence of an enormous 
body of ore on tho Iron Hand. 

A number of samples of oro from tho 
Priest L*ko country wuro brought to Nelson 
tho other day by a prospector. Tho oro 
looks good and runs high, assays giving 
1, : 300 ounces silver ; and according to re- 
ports largo bodies of it havo been found. 

For nearly a year tho hoys on the Lizzie 
C. havo been pegging away at a tunnel 
through the hardest of rock. They are now 
nearing the placo where they may expect 
to strike the lead. It is to ho hoped they 
strike it soon, and strike it rich. 

R. B. Dugan has struck it rich on 49 
creek. Ho has struck tho old bed of the 
Btream. A layer of quicksand covers the 
p»ystreak, which he has contrived to get 
through for tho first time, and although ho 
haB not yet reached bedrock, he took out

Copper Island. 



Sealing 1 Schooners in the Same 
Waters Which Have Probably 
Been Seized. 



A schooner was, yesterday mornine;, 
eighted in the Straits, and, thinking that 
she was Boine craft passing up or down, but 
little attention was paid tu her. Soon after- 
wards, however, a ship's boat wus seen 
heading for the harbor, and then it was that 
interest, began to centre in the unknown 

As the boat ncared the shore she was I now residing in the city, as well as a good 



CALIFORNIA'S BIRTHDAY. 

Forty-Second Anniversary is Being Cele- 
brated by Her Sons In Various 
Parts. 

Sah Francisco, Sept. !). — California is 
celebrating her forty-second birthday to- 
day. It ia a Iogal holiday, and business ia 
generally suspended in all localities. The 
largest celebration ia being held at Santa 
Rosa, where the Native Sons of the Golden 
West of this city and surrounding country 
have turned out in full force. A grand 
parade took place this morning. 

CHICAGO, Sept. 9. — The California 
pioneers of '49 and MO, with their wives 
and children, are holding high carnival — or 
just as high as their age will permit — at 
Jackson Park, to-day, in celebration of tho 
42nd anniversary of the admission of Cali- 
fornia aa a state. Tho Mexican veterans 



recogn'z :d a8 a sealer, and when the men 
landtcl they told tho brief tale. 

" From the Say ward ; three of our boats 
seized by the Russians." 

They at once made for Mr. Luing's house, 
close by, and reported to him as the prin- 
cipal owner. There was a dead calm at tho 
time, and Mr. Laing hastened into town, 
and, getting on board the Lome, steamed 
out to welcome tho Sayward and tow her 
in. Within a couple of hours tho schoouer 
was safely anchored in James liay, 
a boat lowered, and Capt. Perry put 
ashore. He proceeded direct to the custom 
house, whero ho reported to Collector 
Milne. When ho entered the oflico ho 
found the captains of the recently seized 
schooners, whom he hail met oil tho Rus- 
sian coaHt, perfecting their evidence, which 
a few hours afterwards was forwarded to 
Ottawa. The meeting wus a happy one, 
and Capt. Perry was congratulated by all 
upon his safe return. 

A Colonist reporter was, of course, on 
hand, aud to him Capt. Perry gave tho fol- 
lowing account : 

" I loft Victoria on the lGtli January- 
last, on my sealing cruise, with nineteen 
hands on board, all told. With one excep- 
tion all wcro white men the exception was 
a Jap wo called Sam. My coast catch, 
about 200 skins— ISO I think it wa« 
— I sent down by tho Maude, and thon 
went on to tho seas. Soal wero plentiful, 
but they were awfully wild, and hard to 
catch. On the 12th August I was 21 miles 
south-east of Copper Island. Tho weather 
is peculiar there — very foggy at times, but 
it clears up and cornea on again suddenly. 
Oil that date live boats put out, and aa 
there was some talk as to the three mile or 
three league limit, I particularly cautioned 
the men not to go within ten miles of the 
shore. Tho weather was then clear. 1 had 
heard that one of the Marvin's boats had 
been captured by the Russians, and I was 
very cautious. I saw a Russian man-of- 
war — I don't know her uume---that evening. 
She was about ten miles off, and I hud also 
heard that her steam launch was out. I 
saw the smoke of tho launch, but I did not 
see the launch herself. 

"Towards night two of the boats re- 
turned, aud reported that they had 
seen the launch making in the direction 
of the other boats, hut could not 
say that they had been taken. I remained 
all night, signalling and llaring up (burning 
torches), in tho hope of getting the three 
boats bock, but there was no sign of them. 
The next day, I ulao kept about looking out 
for them, aud there being no sign, 1 came 
to the conclusion that I could not continuo 
with but two boats available for hunting. I 
thought I saw the Russian making for mo, 
but he changed his course." 

" How do you account for that?" was 
asked. "Had you heard of the other 
seizures, and the impression here that they 
would seize all the seulers found in thoso 
waters ?" 

The Captain proceeded to explain. "One 
of the missing hunters," said he, "told me 
that should he fall in with tho Russian ho 
would put him off — he would not tell him 
what his vessel was nor where she was. My 
idea is that they thought they were sure of 
me, and went after the boats — thinking 
that, with nearly all bunds out, I could 
not work. However, seeing there was 
no chance of tho men turning up, I 
sailed for home. I have 900 skins on 
board. " 

"You believe the men to have been cap- 
tured ?" 

"I do," said Capt. Perry. "The weather 
was flue at the time, and the steam launch 
was about. There were three boats, with 
three men in each, the names being : 

Neil Morrison, hunter. 

Harry Brown, steersman. 

Al.i£C. McKknziu, boat-puller. 



many Californians and ex - Californians, 
whose memories will scarcely carry them 
back to the stirring days of '49, are ulso 
participating in tho festivities. At the 
round-up this afternoon for speeches and 
reminiscences, President Campbell used a 
gavel made of historic wood. Ono piece 
came from tho root of a tree which once 
llourishcd at a place formerly known as 
Maryville, but now called Placerville, and 
the branches of which wero utilized for the 
first two lynchings in the state, whilst the 
othor piece came from a tree at Suiters- 
ville, whero gold was first discovered. 



BEHRING SEA COMMISSION. 

The Agents of tho Principals Eiclmngo 
Cases. 

Washington City, Sept. 8. — The second 
phase of the Behring Sea arbitration closed 
yesterday with an exchange of cases be- 
tween the agents of tho principals. Tho 
preparations in the original case for tho 
United States largely engaged the attention 
of Secretary Foster recently. It embodies 
the minutes of the historical collation of acts 
connected with Russian ownership of Alaska 
so far as they bear upon the question of 
maritime jurisdiction in Behring Sea, the 
control of the seal fisheries, etc., and also 
un exhaustive analysis of the correspondence 
early in the present controversy with tlreat 
Britain. The American arbitrators have 
been supplied with a copy of the British 
case, and they will be occupied with a reply 
for several weeks.

Capt. Perry reported having seen the 
Annie C. Moore aud the Ariel. He had 
also seen the Victoria on August 1-1, with 
480 skins on board ; the Agues Macdonald, 
on the 10th, with SOI) skins, B0 miles oil' 
Copper Island ; the Arietis, on the same 
day and in the same neighborhood, with 
1,000 skins, and several others which be did 
not speak. He also spoke the K. H.Mar- 
vin on the 10th, and parting company with 
her thought she would have been home be- 
fore him. He saw her in the Straits com- 
ing in. 

Asked as to the probable fato of the other 
schooners about Copper Island, Capt. Perry 
shook his head significantly and proceeded 
to the scalers' headquarters to report. 

The E. B. Marvin, with Capt. Clarence 
Cox in command, passed through the bridge 
in tow, yesterday evening, from the sealing 
grounds. She also was minus several of her 
crew, one of her boats huving been seized 
off Copper Island, a few days before the 
men from the Sayward came to grief. The 
live boats, well manned, were sent oil' from 
the ship's side, in tho morning, and when 
evening came but tour reported— the fifth 
evidently had fallen into the hands of 
the Russians. Tho Marvin kept firing 
her guns and otherwiso signalling all 
through the night with the view of getting 
her men back, should they have but strayed 
away. They did not, however, return, and 
Capt. Cox, having cruised about for a couple 
of days, determined to return. He reports 
having spoken the Victoria, Lite Aretis, the 
Soyward, tho Henry Dennis, the Favorite 
and tho W. P. Hall. A small schooner, 
the Kate and Anne, was taken in by tho 
Russians, and, having been relieved of her 
skins, wus let go again, her captors not 
thinking her worth holding. The missing 
men from the Marvin are Billy Shields, 
hunter ; Walter Tennyson and James 
Gallagher, boat pullers. 'The Marvin had 
•I 10 skins on hoard, making her total cutch 
lor tho season close on '-',000

Thomas Norquay received a letter from the 
educational department in Victoria, stating 
that the Government would make tho usual 
grant towards the school here, pay the 
teachers salary and also §10 towards tho 
preliminary expenses, but all other ex- 
penses incurred during the present schol- 
astic year must be borne by tne parents or 
the people. The letter also asked that three 
trustees be elected at once, and that they 
communicate with the department through 
their secretary forthwith. 

On receipt of this letter the people met in 
the school houso and elected Messrs. Wm. 
Goodwin, George T. Kane and Thomas Nor- 
quayai the school trustees, and they in their 
turn selected Thomas Norquay to be secre- 
tary. The meeting then adjourned. This 
morning the school trustees met aud held 
their first session, when the secretary was 
instructed to procure the necetsary addition 
to tho scholars comfort which tho decision 
of the Government had now rendered 
possible. 

There are at present 17 children in regular 
attendance at the school started by the 
parents, and they can now boast of being 
the first school district formed on Kootenay 
Lake, yet the youngest, but the largest city 
with the largest population. 

At 2 p.m., to-day, the fine steamer Nelson 
arrived with 150 excursionists from Nelson 
and all Kootenay Lake points, to attend a 
dance and enjoy other social events which 
are to take place hero, this evening. The 
Galena arrived later with 00 visitors. A 
committee attended to receive tho visitors, 
and showed them the chief points of interest 
and by this it was supper time. The party 
split up for t his purpose, all the hotels be- 
ing patronized about equally, as the pro- 
prietors are all well known hosts. 

1 lancing commenced at S o'clock and was 
merrily kept up till 4.30 next morn- 
ing. Couples took part including many 
married persons, but the young men aud 
maidens were largely in the majority. A 
piano, violin and violincollo, gracefully ac- 
companied the dancers and, altogether, they 
had a most enjoyable time. All went on 
hoard at 5 o'clock, thoroughly happy, and 
wishing that Kaslo City was their home. 

Next week other entertainment will he 
given, and it is pretty evident that Kaslo 
means to keep up her reputation for hospit- 
ality us well as business.

THE PREMIER'S HEALTH. 

A good deal has been said and writton of 
lateabout Sir John Abbott's health and about 
tlio probability of his continuing in oflico. 
Wo give below what he says about it him- 
self, and wo do not think that it will bo at 
all hard for tho reader to see what the 
I'remier wished tho Conservative party aud 
tho pceple of Canada generally, to infer 
from his exceedingly clear and very frank 
statement. To a represent&tivo of the 
Montreal Gazette, Sir John Abbott, a little 
more than a week ago, said : 

" My general health is fairly good; but I 
do not Beem to recover from my weakness 
or regain my capacity for mental work. I 
took a trip down the gulf with my ton. It, 
lasted 10 days and it would have lasted 
longer only, when wo reached Tudousac, we 
were informed of tho Metropolitan mills 
having been burned down and that put a 
stop to the trip. My general health was 
benefitted by the excursion and tho exercise 
it involved, but I do not think that my 
capacity for mental or sedentary work was 
at. all improved; but rather the reverse. 
The least discussion or even ordinary con- 
versation for any length of litno not only 
fatigues, me, but produces extreme weak- 
ness." 

This paragraph is printed within quota- 
tion marks, and tho words arc evidently 
those which tho Premier used. It he had 
said that he intended to resign soon because 
ho did not feel lit to perforin the duties of 
Leader of the Government ho could have 
hardly expressed himself more plainly. 
There is not the shadow of a doubt that tho 
Premier intended that statement to be an 
informal announcement of determination to 
withdraw from the Government, and per- 
haps to retire altogether from public lifo in 
the near future. Tho discussion, therefore, 
■as to who shall be his successor is neither 
prematuro nor indelicate. The First Min- 
ister has himself given his party warning, 
and in taking steps to select tho next Pre- 
mier they are cleurly acting according to 
his forcibly expressed desire. We, for our 
part, cannot seo why there should be any 
delay in coming to a conclusion on this im- 
portant point. Sir John Thompson is so 
clearly entitled to the position, and so well 
qualified to occupy it, that, if he is willing to 
accept it, it should bo offered to him as soon 
as Sir John Abbott ha3 in terms declared his 
intention to resign. 



GENERAL PREPARA TIONS. 

We find that, from the Atlantic to tho 
1'ocific, tho oity authorities ure taking pre- 
cautions against the cholera. They see 
what a fearful responsibility thoy incur if 
they allow the cities under their authority 
to remain in an unsanitury condition. The 
corporations of Quebec and Montreal are 
acting with promptitude and vigor, both 
with respect to the isolation and disinfec- 
tion of ships and immigrants, and the clean- 
ing of streets and lanes and backyards. 
Toronto is on its guard, and is determined 
not to be taken by surprise. The Mail of 
that city says : 

The fato that has overtaken Hamburg is 
a warning to all cities. No one who has 
the interests of the city he lives in at heart 
can read the deplorable story of tho dead 
and dying in that German port and of the 
sad lack of proper means for dealing with 
the victims of the epidemic: prevailing there, 
without experiencing u strong desire to do 
all that in him lies In make his own city 
otom and healthy. The fault at Hamburg 
appears to have been that its authorities 
were not ready for the disease when circum- 
stances brought it into their borders. 

Dei roit has established a quarantine and 
has also gone into the work of eleansing. 

The people of Sari Francisco arc alive to 
tho danger with which they are threatened. 

The Chronicle, of that city, docs not 
think that the people should rest satisfied 
with what tho authorities are doing for 
them. It believes that all should join in 
the work of making the oily clean. It 
says : 

All tho nftV-i-., f^ the municipal author- 
ities — Board of Health, Hoard of Super- 
visors, Superintendent of Streets, police 
and all — to cleanse the city and make it 
thoroughly resistant to the cholera will be 
of little practical benefit unless they be 
aided and supplemented by personal and in- 
dividual efforts in the same direction. Nor 
will it be enough that each one mind his 
own business in this nutter. He must mind 
his neighbor's business as well, and appoint 
himself a committee on foul odors, no mat- 
ter whence they emanate 

I'ortland has been exhorted to "clean 
up," and it is acting upon the sound and 
earnest advice it has received. 

Kvorywhere, except in Victoria, the ne- 
cessity of making tho cities cholera proof is 



recognized. Here tho city authorities are 
upathetic, and require to be "prodded" bc- 
foietheyhavo recourse to oven tho ordi- 
nary means of preserving the public health. 
They seem to bo converted to a, fatalism 
worse than Turkish. "Kismit" seems to 
bo their motto. " What is to ho will be, 
and there is no uso fighting against fato," is 
apparently tho principal article pf their 
creed. Those who believo in the reign of 
law, and in tho duty of rational beings to 
uao every means availablo to avert danger, 
should try to rouse our civic authorities out 
of Lhoir fatalistic doze. 



CRIME IN CANADA. 

Wo have received from Ottawa a blue 
book containing the criminal statistics of 
the Dominion for the year ended .'iOth Sep- 
tember, 1891. Tho information it contains 
is valuable to all who tuke an interest in 
the moral condition of the people of this 
Dominion. Wo aro glad to seo that the 
statistics show that thero was less crimo 
committed in tho Dominion as a whole in 
1891 than thero was in 1890. In nearly all 
tho provinces thero has been a decrease in 
the number of convictions. 

British Columbia, we are sorry to say, 
stands at tho head of the list which shows 
tho number of convictions. In 1890, tho 
convictions were 19 "75 in the 10,1)00 in- 
habitants, in ISill tho proportion was only 
1 P83 in the 10,000. In Ontario, tho convic- 
tions were 10-11 in the 10,000 in 1890; in 1S01 
tho number was 07. In Quebec thero has 
been a slight increase. In 1890 thero were 
1,220 convictions, in 1891 tho number was 
1,356, being respectively S aud 0.11 in 
the 10,01)0. 

There were, last year, f>,!ISS per- 
sons charged with indictable of- 
fences in tho wholo Dominion. Of 
tins number 1,952 were discharged und 
3,964 convicted. This gives S. - _'0 convic- 
tions in the 10,01)0 inhabitants. Tho report 
says, in explanation, that in tho "Indict- 
able offences aro included all cases tried by 
competent magistrates with the consent of 
the accused ( whether acquitted or convicted ) 
in accordance with the Acts respecting 
"Speedy Trials," "Summary Trials by 
Consent." and "Juvenile Offenders, Chap- 
ters ITO, 177 and 17S, Revised Statutes of 
Canada." 

We seo by tho report that, as might he 
expected, the women of Canada ar<» far less 
prone to commit crimes than the men. Of 
the 3,964 persons convicted of indictable 
offences, only "JS'J were females, or 7. 1 per 
cent, persons convicted under 10 

years of age were 615, or 15.5 per cent, of 
tho whole. 

Canadian criminals tlo not appear to be a 
highly educated class, as many as 91!) wcro 
unable to read or write, and the education 
of 2,732 of the convicted persona is de- 
scribed as "elementary." As many us 77 
aro described as having received a 
superioreducation, and although they formed 
only two per cent, of those convicted, they 
were two per cent, too many. Tho educa- 
tion that docs not convince the student 
that ho is a fool to take to bad ways, and 
tho fact of his committing a crimo is proof 
not only of mora! derangement but of intel- 
lectual defectiveness, ia not worth being 
called education. 

There were not many total abstainers 
among the persons convicted of crime in the 
Dominion last year. Of the 3,964 persons 
convicted of crimo, 2,088 used liquor moder- 
ately, and 1 ,700 immoderately. This leaves 
only 17S persons unaccounted tor, and these, 
wo presume, were teetotalers. % 

The towns furnished 77.7 per cent, of the 
criminals, and the country 22.3 por cent. 
There were 3,522 persons convicted for a 
first time, 235 for a second time, and 207 
for a third time and over. 

To judge by the sentences tho grento 
number of the crimes were not very serious. 
Soven persons were sentenced to death, 
two to imprisonment for life, II!) for five 
years in the penitentiary and over, 293 for 
two years a ud under five, 181- to ono year 
and less than two, 1,910 to gaol for less than 
one year, r>7 1 to option of a tine, and sen- 
tence was deferred or tho prisoners were 
bound to keep the peace in 665 cases. 

There has also been a slight decrease in 
tho number of convictions by justices of the 
peaco out of sessions throughout the Domin- 
ion. In 1891 the convictions for drunkenness, 
assault aud battery, vagrancy, breaches 
of municipal laws, etc., were 33,451 in 1890, 
the convictions for the same ollunoes were 
34,606. The greatest decrease has been in 
Ontario, but in Quebec there has been a 
small increase of summary convictions. 
The prerogative of pardon was, 1,891 exer- 
cised in 120 cases; in 1890 157 persons were 
pardoned. 

A CAUTION. 

We see in newspapers and magazines dir- 
ections respecting what it is proper for per- 
sons exposed to a visitation of tho cholera 
to eat and drink. There is a general im- 
pression that brandy is a good thing to keep 
away the cholera, and also to cure it when 
it does come. The idea is that it is hard to 
take too much brandy, both when tho 
cholera is near and when it has como. This 
is not the opinion of Mr. Cyrua Edson, who

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has a paper on the cholera in the North Am- 
erican Review. He Bays ; 

It is well hero to say a word about 
liquor. Many people believe that brandy, 
if taken freely enough, will save them from 
cholera. That brandy has its uses I would 
be tho last to deny, but, assuredly, ono of 
these is not drinking it all tho time when 
there is an epidemic of cholera to tho fore. 
To those who have this idea it i3 far more 
dangerous than the disease, and for this 
reason: The ono thing necessary is to keep 
tho health as perfect as possililo. Now 
everyone knows that eoustuntdrinkingweak- 
ens the person who drinks and deranges the 
stomach, and that weakness und disordered 
digestion invite disease. 

Tho warning is timely. Those who take 
frequent nips uf brandy to fortify them 
against tho cholera should know that thoy 
aro doing what is weakening them, aud 
making them less ablo to resist an attack of 
cholera instead of making thomselvca 
stronger and less liable to take t lie disease. 
It should never bo forgotten that stimulants 
no more strengthen tho body than frequent 
cuts of the whip strengthen tho horse. 

EDITOR! A L COMMENT. 

There aro still many sealers in Behring 
Sea. Some huvc been seized and deprived 
of their liberty by the Russian authorities, 
and thero i3 no knowing how many more 
may have fallen into their clutches. Would 
it not bo well to use the proper means to 
find out what truth there is in the rumors 
that aro afloat, so that beforo tho cold 
weather sets in relief may be sent to those 
who have fallen into the hands of the Rus- 
sians ? Men exposed to the severity of a 
Siberian winter and to the hardships of lifo 
in a Siberian seaport will be in a condition 
truly pitiable That many of them will 
die of starvation, ill-treatment and expo- 
sure may be regarded as certain. Detention 
or imprisonment in Potropnulovski for even 
a few months means misery to them all 
and sure death to many. They ought to he 
rescued while rescue is possible.

The first race on the card, trotting and 
pacing, free for all, was not looked forward 
to witli an especial interest, for tho reason 
that Mink was generally conceded to have 
a suro thing of it. Before the first heat 
Mink sold at the pools a hot favorite with 
Mollis Cooper second, and the others in the 
field. When the first heat went to Mink, 
those who " knew," said, " 1 told you so." 
The second heat though went to Cooper, 
and even then the admirers of Hickey 's 
horse were confident. In the third heat, 
however, Mink again distinguished herself 
by breaking at all times and in all places, 
and .ran about a quarter of the distance, 
Mollie Cooper getting this heat also 
with Primero second, tho grand stand 
expressing its appreciation of the 
judges' decision by a round of applame.

This made it two to two, 
hut Cooper was considered played out, and 
those who held Mink tickets were satislied 
to let good enough alone, so that no more 
pools wero sold. The fifth heat settled it — 
Mink, the favorite, was winner. 

HALF-MILE ASH REPEAT. 

After the second heat of the trotting race, 
the first heat of the running half-mile am' 
repeat was called. Shamrock was first 
upon the track, looking in good condition, 
but still bad tempered as on Thursday. 
This time J. Wilson was up, however, and 
had better control than McGuire had. Do 
initio came out with Gannon up, and shortly 
afterwards W. McNeill led Leapyear out, 
the latter looking very fit. W. Milling ton 
was to ride her and was confident of mak- 
ing a good race. Shamrock was the favor- 
ito, however, by long odds, selling at the 
pools for '3) while Leapyear went for Ji, and 
Domino for II. Notwithstanding the low 
price, perhaps because of it, there were a 
good many buyers for the McNeill mare, 
principally among those who had seen her 
brilliant performance when she won tho 
Queen's Plate at the spring meeting. The 
lirat heat went to .Shamrock and tho second 
too, Leapyear coming in last in tho one and 
second in the other. 

THE MILE DASH. 

Marcclle was a decided favorite with all, 
the other horses being thought out of it. 
The Hroadmead mare was saddled in front 
of tho grand stand and looked every inch 
the race horse she is. Jim Murphy too, 
looked well with Mitchell up, but was not 
thought to have any show against the hand- 
some blnck. 

McGuire was up on Ripton with Roland on 
Johnnie Hooker, the lutter running well 
and in unusually good temper. None of 
them looked any the worse for their races 
of Thursday. Ripton was greatly fancied 
for place, although many thought Hookor 
would give him a close race for it — perhaps 
beat him. Tho result was just as antici- 
pated, Marcclle taking first, Ripton second, 
and Hooker third, Murphy away behind. 

HOW TUK HEATS WENT. 

First heat, trotting— Primero hud the 
pole, with Ha Ha second, Mink on tho out- 
side. The horses were a long time getting 
a start, but after frequent scoring, Ha Ha 
got away first with Mollie Cooper behind, 
At tho turn Mink took tho lead, which he 
increased at tho quarter, Ha Ha breakini; 
badly. At tho half, Mollie Cooper wan 
second, a length behind Mink. Primero and 
Ha Ha hud dropped away behind at the 
three quarters, the pacer lending with 
Mollie Cooper just a length behind. Com- 
ing into the stretch Keilly was whipping 
and kept it up to tho wire, but was not 
able to push aheud, Mink taking tho heat 
by a little over half a length.

Mink wus ahead at the 
half, but when past the turn Heilly turned 
brown's maro back, and Hickey, alter trot- 
ting '-20O yards, came back also.

Thoy Bcoreil several times, but 
finally got away, Primero having a good 
start with Hickey in the lead. Mink broke 
badly and at tho quarter was about 25 
lengths behind Primero, who was a length 
in rear of Mollie Cooper.

At the three-quarters Mink, now neck and 
neck, broke again and lost a length, but, 
coming into tho stretch, made up tho lost 
distance, and came under the wire a length 
ahead, with Mollie Cooper tho samo dis- 
tance in front of Domino. The heat was 
givtn to Mollie Cooper, with Domino second, 
on account of Mink's bad breaking.

After half an hour had been wasted, 
the horses got away, Mink having the best 
of it, and leading at the turn, gradually in- 
creasing the distance to the quarter, when 
Mollie Cooper came up, but was not ublo to 
hold the puce, and again fell behind, so 
that at the half she was a length uwuy. At 
the three-quarters Mink began to get away, 
and when the wire was reached had fifteen 
lengths good lead, with Domino just a neck 
behind Cooper. Time — 2:46. 

First heat, half-mile and repeat — Domino 
wus at tho pole with Shamrock on tho out- 
side.

The Empress of China completed an un- 
eventful run across from Japan, yesterday 
morning, arriving here at 10.,'iO although 
the fog vvua thick in the Straits, unci leuving 
for Vancouver an hour later, llcr news re- 
port wubu very limited one, tho moat im- 
portant announcement being that a ease of 
genuine Asiatic cholera had made its ap- 
pearance in Tokio, during tho latter part of 
August. Up to the sailing of the China the 
authorities had taken no vigorous measures 
to prevent the disease gaining h foothold, 
and so the quarantine officers at this end of 
the line will exerciso even greater precau- 
tions in dealing with every steamer arriving 
from Japan. As frretold in tho Colonist 
of Tuesday last, all concerned in that cele- 
brated poker game of the Judges have re- 
signed, and many aspirants have made their 
appearance and are clamoring for the vacant 
otiioi-a. Among the passengers returning 
to America by tho Empress are 
the Garrett party, who stopped over here 
in route to China, and who, having ''seen 
everything," left for home by last night's 
3 jund steamer.

The celebrated whalehack Charles W. 
Wetmorc, unlucky from the day she left 
the great lakes, is breaking to pieces on the 
Columbia river bar, where she struck hard 
during Thursday. The Wetmorc left 
Tacoma on Monday morning last bound for 
San Francisco with "J, -100 tons of coal and a 
crev.' of 22 men. They had light and vari- 
able winds and dense fogs. On Wednesday 
evening she was 20 miles off shore by 
observation. At 12:30 o'clock, Thursday 
morning, she struck North Spit, oil' Coos 
bay, at the top of high water, and immedi- 
ately commenced taking water and laboring 
heavily, and at noon it was evident that she 
would be a total loss. Tho life-saving crew 
with three boats went out and took all 
hands off and landed them at, Empire City. 
The Wetmore now lies f>U0 yards to the 
northward of Coos bay bar. Capt. O'Brien 
has not yet made a statement as to the 
cause of the wreqk. The captain and 
Second Mate John C. North were on watch 
at the time the vessel struck, she being 
lieided south by the standurd compass and 
south half-west by tho steering compass. 
The Wetmoro is now lying parallel with the 
beach, and the breakers which roll over the 
vessel aro slowly pounding her to pieces. 
There is scarcely a hope that she will ever 
be floated again. 

The steamer Umatilla arrived at the 
Outer wharf yesterday, almost a full day 
behind, time, from San Francisco, the delay 
being occasioned by head wiuds and fogs. 
She brought nine first-class and eleven 
steerage passengers for this city, and the 
usual number for Sound ports. "How did 
the tight go '!" was the unanimous question 
from those on board before the steamer 
touched the wharf, and when the land con- 
tingent answered "Corbett," their ques- 
tioners refused to believe it. The Victoria 
freight consignments made up WSh tons of 
the cargo. 

The passengers on the bark (llory of the 
Seas, which arrived at Port Angles Thurs- 
day afternoon, seventeen days from Birch 
Harbor, Alaska, reported observing u ship 
apparently ashore " on Vancouver Island." 
The weather was very thick and the fog 
lifted sufficiently to observe the vessel close 
in shore. Appearances indicated that she 
was English. 

The N. P. R. steamer Victoria, due here, 
from Hongkong and Yokohama, on the 19th 
or 20th inst. , has 27) Chinese passengers and 
a full cargo. The latter includes 2,100,000 
pounds of overland freight, .">0U tons of mer- 
chandise for Victoria and Pacific Coast 
ports, and 340 bales of silk. 

Captain Witt, late master of the ship 
Lucepore, which sailed from Philadelphia in 
March last with a cargo of coal oil for 
Japan, was a passenger by yesterday's Em- 
press. The captain was taken ill and could 
not return with his ship, which left in bal- 
last on the 8th July last for Tacoma. 

The steamer Flyer, which report had it 
would be put into service between this city 
ami the Sound, is now running between 
Seattle and Tacoma, which route she will 
be kept on until the exposition closes in the 

City of Destiny. 

Tug Falcon had a busy day of it, yester- 
day. She took tho Mud Lark dredge out 
to the Outer wharf, where operations are to 
b« re-commenced, brought tho schooner E. 
B. Marvin into port, and then left for Na- 
nalmo for coal 

The oflicial reports in the case of the 
sealing schooners recently seized by the 
Russians) wero forwarded last night to 
Ottawa by Collector Millie.

This is the correct view of the mut- 
ter, if Noah Webster's definition of the 
word "farce" counts for anything.

Of the play itself little can be said, ex- 
cept that it is almost totally devoid of ac- 
tion, the fun being evolved entirely by the 
skillful contortion of language. The prin- 
cipal character could be eliminated with- 
out seriously affecting tho plot. It is tho 
strongest, illustration of bow much can bo 
done in a dramatic coin posit ion by the 
mere use of words and t he employment of 
;i fine company. The piece does not 
"move" at all. The story is told; not act- 
ed. In short, it is as unlike "Mr. Wilkin- 
son's Widows" as day is unlike night. 

The burden of the narrative rests upon 
Mr. Joseph Holland, who, as Mark Harri- 
nian, is said to have the longest part ever 
written in a modern play. This makes 
"Settled Out of Court'' decidedly lopsided, 
but Mr. Holland's injection, manner, 
facial expression and intonation in the de- 
livery of the "talky" lines are so exquisite 
that tho occasional bright bits are made 
prominent and serve in a great measure to 
rescue the farce from absolute dullness. 
Where Mr. Bisson has desired fun be has 
dragged it, in without rhyme or reason, 
and I should be very much surprised if 
"Settled Out of Court." would be tolerated 
wero it. interpreted by a less competent 
cast than that which is now appearing in 
it at the Fifth Avenue theater. 

Beyond a doubt the piece has provided 
Mr. Holland with the opportunity of mak- 
ing the always looked forward to "hit of 
his life," and he is reasonably certain to lie 
enabled by his work in "Settled Out of 
of Court" to enter the stellar ranks at no 
distant day, should he so desire. He is a 
revelation in a part that would ordinarily 
be considered tiresome, ami Xew Yorkers, 
or at least a great many of them, are visit- 
ing the Fifth Avenue theater to see Hol- 
land. 

I should say that Mr. Charles Frohman's 
experience with "Settled Out of Court" 
will go far toward dispelling the impres- 
sion, which seems to prevail in the; United 
States pretty generally, that anything 
written by French dramatists of the 
Bisson-Carre school must necessarily be 
funny. There are a dozen American play- 
wrights any one of whom, in my opinion, 
can write amuch more amusing farce than 
"Settled Out of Court ," and have it fin- 
ished, too. within six weeks. In justice, 
however, to all concerned, it. should be 
stated that the piece as presented in New 
York is said to differ greatly from "La 
Famillo Pont-Biquet," which has enjoyed 
success in Paris, as much of the "broad" 
humor was necessarily eliminated from the 
original version in order to adapt it to the 
requirements, or rather limitations, of 
American audiences.

Victoria citizens will ho aroused from 
their peaceful slumbers, this morning, by 
the retonating echoes of many guns. There 
may bo those who think the Russians are 
bombarding the city, or that tho United 
States Government his gone to war over 
the canal tolls question. There is no feur. 
The cannonading is the signal of peace rather 
than that of war, and the echoes aro from 
tho salvoes of artillery which form the for- 
mal salute between the British llugship 
Warspite and tho French lljgship Dubour- 
dieu. 

The lust named vessel came into Esqui- 
mtilt harbor curly lust evening, and 
dropped anchor within easy distance 
of tho W arspite. She is a fully 
armed cruiser of some 6,000 tons, carrying 
400 to 500 men, and just now looks like a 
full-grown, old-fashioned 1 ino-of-bat lie ship, 
for u recent coat of black paint, with a 
broad atrip of white along the port holes 
has given her a rakish appeaiance. She bus 
three masts, full ship rigged, tcii(l|sita rather 
higher out of the water than the Warspite, 
but she is not so long or so deep.

>Vhen a Colonist reporter went on hoard 
the Dubourdier, last evening, he was re- 
ceived with true Frecoh cordiality, and ill 
the spacious ward room in the afterpart of 
the ship had the pleasure of a long and in- 
teresting conversation with several of the 
ollieers, who spoke very good English. 

From them it was learned that the cruiser 
has just come up from Honolulu under easy 
steam and sail, having left the islands a 
couple of weeks ago. At that time I hey had 
not heard the result of the English elections, 
and of course did not know that Sullivan 
was no longer champion of the heavy-weight 
world.. When the Dubourdicu left Hono- 
lulu, the threatened insurrection, headed 
by Wilcox, had como f o an end, and the 
leader was once more ; cupying h ia old 
position as vice-president of the Parlia- 
ment. This was the only news of interest 
brought. 

The ollieers, who seem to be a jolly lot of 
gentlemen, enquired particularly about the 
sport to be bad here. They want shooting, 
and say they will probably have a chance 
to get it, as their ship will likely remain in 
harbor for a fortnight and more. They will 
get a guide and have somo sport. This is 
the first time for six years that a French 
man-of-war has been in a British port on 
the Pacific, and only the third or fourth 
time for many years. The flagship will, 
therefore, be an object of interest, nuil will 
undoubtedly be visited by a large number 
of people. 



AN ADJ0UENED MEETING. 



The Council Discuss Motions and By- 
Laws to C-reat Length: With 
Hut Small Results. 

Health By-Law Finally Disposed of- 
A Fiery Diseussion Over the 
Appeal to the Province. 



An adjourned meeting ol the City 
Council was held, lust night, His Worship 
the Mayor and a full liourd being again 
present. 

A report of the Finance committee was 
received recommending the payment of 
accounts amounting to §1,77(5.97. 

Ai.n IJakkk— As a member of the Light 
committee i can't agree to the item 
which asks the Council to pay for 
the repair of the buggy used by the care- 
taker of the lamps, He is either neglect- 
ing hiu work or is overworked, anil it is 
an outrage to ask the ratepayers to pay such 
bills. 

Al.n. McKt l.LK'A N — The man has a cir- 
cuit of !'."> lumps, spread out over a large 
area, where, in large cities, 65 lamps are 
considered the full number which one man 
can attend to. An assistant has been asked 
for anil refused by tho Council, ft you 
want u, good service you must pay for it. 

Alii BaKHii — The lumps aro not attended 
to, in one instance a lamp was left for Bevon 
duys without a carbon. A far better light 
could be furnished if it was properly at 
tended to. The committee are not asked to 
attend to the matter; the electrician anil 
Aid. McKillican run the whole adair, and 1 
would like niy name struck ofT the com- 
mittee. 

Ald. Humdkk— That is right, we could 
have a far belter light if it was attended to 
in the proper manner. 

Ald. Hontek — There is no man who can 
handle these lamps in such a short time — 
95 lamps in 10 hours is much more than 
any man's work. Let Aid. Humher attend 
to reforming the police department and let 
lighting alone. The engines are doing all 
they can, nnd we can't have a Bufhcient 
light until we have a better plant. 

A hot informal discussion arose and the 
report was received and the amounts 
ordered paid ; us also a report recommend- 
ing the payment of 5715 10, salaries of uien 
discharged from the employ of the city. 

The Finance committee next recommend- 
ing the payment of Hoard of Health bills, 
amounting to$4,070 09. Adopted. 

The market committee suggested that 
tho oiler of Herbert Cuthbcrt, regarding the 
leuse of tho market, should not be accepted. 
Tne advice was uccepted. 

The superintendent of the market report- 
ed the collection of £57 during the month 
of August, as fees for weighing and measur- 
ing. 

A J.I). McKn.LICAK— This report says 
nothing about the rents of t lie market. The 
revenue of the market should he about $210. 
Report adopted. 

His WonauU' then asked that the Loeul 



Improvement by-law bo reconsidered, and 
sucli changes made us to give full force to 
the by-law and keep it from conflicting with 
other municipal legislation. Granted and 
the changes made. 

ALD. LoVELb asked leave to introduce a 
by-law for the purpose of payment of Board 
of Heulth bills. Read a tirst and second 
time, and § :5,000 fixch as the amount re- 
quired. 

The committee reported the by law com- 
plete. Tho report was adopted, and tho by- 
law passed. 

A I.I). LOVELL'S surface drainage by-law 
wus taken up, nnd the Council went into 
committee of tho whole for its considera- 
tion. 

Ai.i>. HUMUEK — After just pissing a local 
improvement by-law here, they como and 
ask for $100,000 to run drains through 
almost entirely private property. The by- 
law won't pass. 

Ald. LoVElJ.— These surface drains are 
a necessity which appeals to every visitor 
to this city, and I hopo you will give the 
mutter favorable consideration. 

Au>, HONTElt— 1 think that the rate- 
payers will vote for this by-law. 

The preamble was then discussed. It 
was suggested that the amount used be for 
surface druins and general aunUary mut- 
ters. 

A i.D. Baker— If the by-law is put before 
the ratepayers, with the Johnson street 
drainage included, 1 have no doubt but 
that it will puss. 

A i.D. Lovkll— Hero we can't ugrec on 
anything ; no wonder tho Council is the 
laughing stock of the town. 

A I.D. MUNS : If the cholera should break 
out to-morrow we could not legally pay the 
bills. The position we are in is very mi- 
fori unato. No city should bo placed so. 

Al.D. Raker: Our present Bystem will 
not carry otf the surface water, and this 
drainage is necessary. 

An utlen.pt w.is made to rise and report 
progress, but was lost. The by law was 
again taken up and read by clauses. The 
committee then rose, reported progress and 
asked leave to sit again. The report of 
the commit lee was adopted. 

The motions of Aid, Munn and Baker 
were laid over until the next regular meet- 
ing. 

Ald, Ha I.I. moved that Dr. Watt be ap- 
pointed acting medic il health ollicer during 
the absence of Dr. Milne. Carried. 

Moved by Ald. HruisEit and seconded by 
Aid. Baker, "That a commit teo of three he 
appointed to confer with the Provincial 
Government with a view of providing ways 
and means in case of an invasion of cholera 
or any other epidemic, and to provido tor 
the payment of nmullpox hills. 

His Worship then rend tho followingVIri'- 
solution, which, dnriii)» the day, had appear- 
ed upon the city bulletin board : " that in 
view of the prevalence of smallpox in Asia 
and cholera in Kurape, and the arrival in 
British Columbia from Asia of persons 
infected with smallpox and of cholera infect- 
ed vessels at the Atl tntic ports of 
North America; the Dominion liovern- 
ment hi! requested to instruct i's of li 
cials on tho Pacific coast to provide for 
the observance of the quarantine laws, and 
most careful examination of vessels and 
cargoes arriving at any port in British 
Columbia, and also as to tho necessity of em- 
ploying ollieers to examine all importations 
of merchandise unrl persons coming into Van- 
couver Island, either from loreign or 
domestic ports, sous to prevent the intro- 
duction of smallpox or cholera into the city 
of Victoria; ncd further that the Dominion 
Government be respectfully requested to 
refund to the Corporation of the city of 
Victoria all expenses incurred this year 
which are incidental to quaranrine matters 
and to the inspection of railway trains and 
passengers, and vessels, passengers and car- 
goes arriving In the city, and also the ex- 
pense and loss the city and its citizens have 
been put to and have sneered in conse- 
quence of the introduction of smallpox into 
tho city consequent upon the inadequate 
quarantining ut the Albert Head station of 
vessels arriving from Asiatic ports." 

" The resolution which Aid. Humher baa 
moved," he said, " enables one to deal with 
this matter in a business-like way. We 
could not accept money from the Provincial 
Government for any purpose, but wo have 
a right to ask them to attend to the quaran- 
tine mutters, The motion has no practical 
efftot." 

Ai.ri. HminER — If they should offer to 
pay the bilk cotilil we take the money ■ 

His Worsi in* — They could not pay the 
money, and we could not accept it. 

Ald. Muss — The city should attend to 
its own sanitary matters before conferring 
with the Government. 

Ai.n. Lovbll— I move that the resolution 
proposed by Ills Worship be substituted for 
the latter part of Aid. Humber's motion. 

Al.n. HlLSTER — This is a political struta- 
gcm. The Provincial Government have the 
power to come to our relief. By provision 
of statute the Lusutenant-Governor-in-Coun- 
cil can make such regulations us they wish. 
1 for one will never vote to ask the Domin- 
ion Government for anything. 1 am in favor 
of Aid. Humber's motion. 

Ai.n. Lovell — It is far mora dignified to 
go in the Dominion Government than to 
apply to tho Provincial Government, after 
they have threatened to have the sheriff 
levy a tax upon the city. 

His Woiusiur then ruled tho motion out 
of order, in that it would be inoperative. 

Ai.n. UfNTEll— ] call that ruling in ques- 
tion— the vulidity of the Health Act has 
never been questioned, and under Section .'( 
of the act the Provincial Government can 
legally pay those bills— and there is no rea- 
son why the motion should not pass. 

His Worship — I would not be doing my 
duty to put tho motion, for we could not 
accept the money even if the ( ioverument 
was inclined to help us. 

Ai.n, Hunter — When it is u difference of 
opinion between yourself and a number of 
eminent lawyers, the chair might, in all 
courtesy, put the motion.
